A Quituine beingdrawae vp, the Lightlome 
Scene appear d, ſhewing adelicious place by na- 


ture and art; where in a Valley inviron'd with 
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dils 2 farre off was' (cated, aprofſped of curious 
Arbours of various formes. The firſt orderof 


marble Pillafters. Betwweene which were neeces 
of  rocke worke and Statues : ſome ſpurting 


water received into vazes bencath them, and o- 
thers ſtanding on Pedeſtals. On the returnes of 
theſe Pillaſters run ſlender Corniſhments, From 
which was raiſed a ſecond order of praiious 
termes with womens faces which beare vp the 
ornaments. Vnder this to a lcaning height was 
a Balleſtrata inricht. All this ſecond ſtory ſeem'd 
of ſilver worke mixt with freſh Verdures which 
on the tops of theſe arbours covered ſome of the 
returnes, in the forme of tipes with tender bran- 
ches dangling downe: others were cover d flatt 


and had flower pots of gold for finrſhing : be- 


hind theſe appeard the tops of ſlender trees, 
whoſe leaves icem'de to moue with a gentle 
breath comming from the farre off Hills. 

Out ofthis pleaſant place comes in haſt, a yong 
Gentlemao, looking often backe, as if he feared 
a purſuit; and beeing come into the midſt of the 
roome, looking ſtill diſtractedly about him, hee 
wipes his facg with an handkercher, and then ad- 
vauceth rowards the Statc,and ſpeakes.

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Tealoufie conceiued , Transfortned itito a Lyon, 
And againc remembring-her former Love, res 
transform'd into his former ſhape, is figured 
an incontinent man, that ſtriving with his af- 
fections, is at laſt by the power of reaſon per- 
ſovaded to flye from'thoſeSenſuall delfires, which 
had formerly corrupted his Iudgement. 

Circe here ſignifies defire 1n generall , the 
which hath power on all living Creatures, and 
beeing wixt of the Divine and Senſible , hath 
divers effe&ts , Leading ſome to Vertue, and 
others to Vice. Shee is deſcribed as a Queene, 
having in her ſervice,and ſubie@ion, the Nymph, 
which participate of Divinity , figuring the 
Verrues,and the bruite Becaſts,denoring the Vices.
